DXpedition of the Year 2014-2015 


Navassa Island information from the CIA’s World Fact book on the internet. 


This uninhabited island was claimed by the US in 1857 for its guano. Mining took place between 1865 and 
1898. The lighthouse, built in 1917, was shut down in 1996 and administration of Navassa Island trans- 
ferred from the US Coast Guard to the Department of the Interior, Office of Insular Affairs. A 1998 scien- 
tific expedition to the island described it as a "unique preserve of Caribbean biodiversity." The following 


year it became a National Wildlife Refuge and annual scientific expeditions have continued.

New HAM / Elmer meeting 


February 14th we had a new ham meeting at 6pm at the Ridge Road Baptist 

Church. Unfortunately the day fell on Valentine’s Day so attendance was low. Those who did 
attend got some valuable insight into wire resistance and resistors in general. The attendees 
demonstrated and measured how thin wire loses more voltage over distance than heavier 
wire. We used a volt-ohm meter to check voltage, voltage drop, resistance, and the effects of 
resistors in parallel and series, and both a variable power supply and a Gel Cel as an energy 
source. We also talked about and demonstrated charting the Gel Cel, Current measured in 
Amps, Power measured in Watts, Voltage on Volts, and Resistance in Ohms. 

E=IR means voltage equals current times resistance. Or | = E/R current equals voltage divid- 
ed by resistance. 

Why does E mean voltage measured in Volts and written as 12V ? 

Electro-Motive-Force is Volt- 
age. Thus the E symbol. 
Intensite de Courant, as described fmey 
by Andre-Marie Ampere, uses let- 
ter | in formulas, and Amps in 
measurement.
